Existence of a plot to plant 
bass in wholesale numbers in Big 
Bear Lake and thus change it 
from a trout to a bass resort has 
been discovered by the state fish 
and game commission and the 
Board of Supervisors yesterday 
jpined in the campaign to halt 
what the commission describes as 
a ‘‘erime’’ and a ‘‘misguided 
fool’s hasty act.’’ 

The county board offered a re- 
ward of $100 for information that 
will lead to the arrest and con- 


viction of any person who plants 
bass in Big Bear Lake. The 
officials also called for the co- 
operation of Sheriff W. A. Shay 
and his forees to prevent the 
bass planting. 

Although the bass agitation of 
two years ago had its seat in 
San Bernardino, it is declared the 
present movement is centered in 
Redlands and Big Bear and that 
well known sportsmen and resort- 
men are involved.

“It occurs to me that if the 
Board of Supervisors announced 
a reward for, information leading 
to the arrest and conviction of 
any person or persons implicated 
in any planting of black bass in 
Big Bear Lake it would have 
sufficient deterrent effect so that 
no claim ever would be presented.

628 of 
the penal code of California, 
which makes it a misdeameanor 
to plant any fish in any waters 
of this state without a written 
permit from the fish and game 
commission, but what we want is 
the prevention, of an act whose 
consequences would bg ruin to the 
peculiar sporting attraction that 
has made Big Bear Valley and 
your mountains generally the ad- 
mitted attraction that they are. 
‘‘Of course we realize that you 
are having plenty of other 
troubles at this time, but we 
trust and believe that these will 
be transient. On the other hand 
the consequences of some mis- 
guided fool’s hasty act in stealth- 
ily slipping a few bass into your 
wonderful trout lake would be 
impossible to escape. It is some- 
what the same sort of crime as 
the cutéing down in an hour of a 
magnificent tree that nature with 
all her powers has been perhaps 
centuries in raising, but with this

In the first thirty-five of the hun- 
dred or more companies under in- 
vestigation by this department, it 
was disclosed that $7,080,000 has 
been collected from the investing 
public within the State of California 
in the past twelve months. Less 
than $25,000 has been paid in divi- 
dends to these investors. There is 
every indication, according to the 
department, that during the next 
twelve months the same investors 
will receive less than $2,000 in divi- 
dends. 

“The war declared by this depart- 
ment on ‘outlaw’ oil companies need 
not worry the legitimate promoters,” 
stated Edwin M. Daugherty, Corpor- 
ation Commissioner. 

“The highly speculative character 
of the of? industry has been taken 
into consideration. The major por- 
tion of our efforts will be directed 
toward the. so-called ‘outlaw’ com- 
panies. 

“These ‘outlaw’ companies or in- 
dividuals those concerns that 
evade the per State supervision. 
This department was conceived with 
the idea of supervising such promo- 
tions. We are now determined tv 
force those who have sought by 
subterfuge to evade the proper scrut- 
iny by the regular state authorities 
to either cease to do business cr 
provide a sound financial basis of 
operation. 

“These subterfuges are, in general, 
classed in three divisions: First, 
the persons or companies who oper- 
ate without any license or super- 
vision; secoad, the persons or com- 
panies who have a real estate license 
but use ft &s a subterfuge; third, 
the pergons @r companies doing busi- 
ness under the corporate seal of a 
bank or trugt company. As to the

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THE LAUNDERING OF 
NEWSPAPERS 


HE UNITED STATES Forest Products 
Laboratory has just developed a process 

to de-ink old newspapers. Then, re- 

pulped and remade, they will be ab- 
solutely fresh newsprint, goods as new. 

The process is cheap, and this rebirth of 
used papers will salvage much of the 2,200,000 
tons of newsprint required annually in Amer- 
ica to. tell the people what is happening in 
the world. 

Every year the pulp mills swallow up a 
forest area 900 miles in extent. If there were 
unlimited quantities of spruce, the principle 
source of supply, the problem would not be 
so serious. There are not enough standing 
spruce trees in the United States to supply 
the industry for the next twenty years.

CONGRATULATIONS TO

The Comet will not only give greater 
speed but prints and folds eight pages in 
one operation. The management of The 
Upland News has been planning on an 
addition to the present building this coming 
year, but will now await the coming of the 
Comet press to Upland, and in the meantime 
will endeavor to make the present plant and 
building take care of the business.

INVESTIGATING THE 
BY-PRODUCTS WORK 


The progress made by the Ex- 
change Orange Products .Company 
and the Exchange Lemon Products 
Company was reviewed by the Ex- 
change directors and by General Man- 
ager Dezell and several department 
heads from the Los Angeles office 
in a recent tour of inspection of the 
guests of the by-products companies 
San Dimas and Corona plant. As 
the officials were able to see at first 
hand the process of manufacture of 
the various products of oranges and 
lemons now being made on a com- 
mercial basis and to observe the ex- 
perimental work conducted by the 
research laboratory of the Bxchange 
on other products which are in 
course of development. 

Prior to this trip, Mr. Cassel, 
speaking for both companies before 
the Exchange board, made a most 
interesting and informative talk, in 
which he covered the accomplish- 
ments made to date in the by-pro- 
ducts work and emphasized the ne- 
cessity of the growers giving head 
to this enterprise which is working 
to salvage some return for them 
from that percentage of their crop 
which is not marketable as fresh 
fruit. ; 

According to Manager Cassel, the 
outstanding achievement of the year 
at San Dimas is the recovery of the 
essential oil of orange, which has 
been under way 24 hours a day 
since March 1, over 4,500 tons of 
frozen oranges having been process- 
ed. Many of the visitors saw for 
the first time this valuable oil be- 
ing recovered by the use of centri- 
fugal separators. The oil finds a 
ready market at very satisfactory 
prices, and as an excellent oil can 
be obtained from the frozen fruit 
that would otherwise be entirely 
worthless, the importance of the ac-

cess in the citrus by-products busi- 
ness, and considerable progress has 
been made, in the opinion of Mr. 
Wilson, particularly with the liquid 
concentrated form, which is now 
being produced at San Dimas. Over 
four thousand samples of bottled 
juice are undergoing test in the 
laboratory. 

Another product of the oranges 
and lemons which gives promise of 
commercial development is “pectin.” 
Pectin is the property of fruits 
which causes jelly to “jell.” The 
pectin content of the fruits and 
berries commonly used in the mak- 
ing of jelly and preserves varies, 
and varies markedly in certain fruits 
with the degree of ripeness. This 
| fact is responsible for many of the 
home canning failures, and _ jelly 
and preserve factories guard against 
this lack by the addition of apple 
pectin to their jellies. The white 
pulp of oranges and lemons is very 
rich in pectin and processes are now 
being worked out to extract this 
pectin and prepare it in highly con- 
centrated forms ready for instant 
use. 

Under the guidance of President 
Jameson and Manager May of the 
Exchange Lemon Products Company- 
the party inspected the Corona plant 
which is equipped for large scale 
production of citric acid from Jem- 
ons. The plant has been in cimmer- 
cial operation for seven years and 
during that time has produced over 
1,918,000 pounds of citric acid. Citric 
acid is made from the juice of lem- 
ons, the juice being extracted after 
which it is treated with lime to 
form citrate of, lime, an intermed- 
iate product. The citrate of lime 
in powder form is then treated with 
sulphuric acid which frees the citric 
acid to be crystallized out by evap- 
oration. Citric acid has many com- 
mercial uses, the principal one being 
'in the manufacture of soft drinks. 
It is also used extensively in photo- 
graphy and in the fixation of fabric 
dyes. Heretofore Italy has supplied 
most of the citric acid to be used 
in this country, but the product of 
the Exchange Lemon Products Com- 
pany’ has’ been steadily gaining 
ground until last year its output 
was 20 per cent of the domestic 
consumption. Running at capacity 
all season the Corona plant is now 
equipped to produce a third of the 
vormal quantity used in the United 
States. Lemon oil is also made at 
Corona following the same process 
used in the extraction of the orange 
oil. 

Speaking for’the Board, Director 
Hart stated that it was encourag- 
ing to note the substantial progress 
that had been made so far in the 
development of by-products of citrus 
fruits having a commercial value. 
An industry - necessarily has to 
pioneer in the development of use- 
ful by-products, he stated, and the 
citrus industry has been no excep- 
tion. Not only do chemical methods 
for the recovery of the by-products 
have to be worked out, but prac- 
tical machinery needed to process 
the fruit has to be designed. This 
makes progress slow and some mis- 
takes inevitable. But with an esti- 
mated cullage of 56,250,000 pounds 
of oranges -and at least an equal 
weight of lemons in a normal year, 
the industry cannot afford to spare 
any effort in effecting a salvage of 
this fruit through the development 
and manufacture of useful citrus by- 
products.

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Manufacturer Arrested 

Arrested in Los Angeles by Chief 
of Police W. O. Hardy, after being 
sought for three weeks on charges 
of passing a worthless check and 
of defrauding local hotel and res- 
taurant keepers, H. B. Pearson, head 
of the Cereacofe Manufacturing Com- 
pany here,.and famous‘as the orig- 
inal, of the character, “Horace P.

DATE OF DISCHARGE 





Section 309 of the War Risk In- 
surance Act is quoted for the in- 
formation of all ex-service men who 
may have beén disabled while in 
active service and who have not ap- 
plied for compensation to the U. 8S. 
Veterans’ Bureau: 

“That no compensation shall be 
payable unless a claim therefor be 
filed, in case of disability, within 
five years after discharge or resig- 
Nation from the service, or, in case 
of death during the service, within 
five years after such death is offic: 
ially recorded in the department un- 
der which he may be serving: Pro- 
vided, however, that where compen- 
sation is payable for death or dis- 
ability occurring after discharge or 
resignation from the service, claim 
must be made within five years after 
such death or the beginning of such 
disability.” 

This section of the act has been 
enforced but little up to the present 
time, the reason being that the five 
years mentioned therein has not run 
for many of the discharged service 
men who desire to claim their rights 
under this act rather than under 
the pension law. Those who were 
discharged between April 6, 1917, 
and October 6, 1917, have an option- 


ply to the Pension Bureau or to 
the Veterans’ Bureau if they apply 
within the statutory period, nangely, 
within five years. Persons discharg- 
ed after October 6, 1917, will have 
no right whatever unless they make 
claim five years from date of their 
discharge. An example of that is: 
“A man discharged from navy on 
S. C. D. December 1, 1917, files claim 
with the Veterans’ Bureau at one of 
the district offices on December 15, 
1922. His claim must necessarily 
be disallowed because he has not 
applied for compensation within the 
five-year period, unless he has a cer- 
tificate of injury, which he must get 
before August 9, 1922.” This is vit- 
ally important information to dis- 
charged ex-service men and should 
be given as much publicity as pos- 
sible in order that rights may not 
be lost because of this feature of 
the act. 

The above outlined relates also 
to application for compensation be- 
cause if service connected deaths. 
Parents wh6 are not receiving com- 
pensation must show dependency 
within five years after the death of 
the person on account of whose ser- 
vice claim is made. This provision 
of the Act is found in Section 301, 
sub-division “G,” which is quoted as 
follows: 

“ . , , . Such compensation 
shall be payable whether the de- 
pendency of the father or mother or 
both arises before or after the death 
of the person, but no compensation 
shall be payable if the dependency 
arises more than five years after 
the death of the person.” 

Attention is also invited to Sec- 
tion 315 6f the Act, which is quoted 
as follows: 

“That no person admitted into the 
military or noval forces of the 
United States after six months. from 
the passage of ‘this amendatory act 
shall be entitled t6é the compensation 
or any other benefits or privileges 
provided under the provisions of Ar- 
ticle III. of the War Risk Insurance 
Act as amended.” 

This section, as it states, only 
covers those who are enlisted after 
February 9, 1922. Should a claim 
be filed by a discharged man who 
was enlisted after February 9, 1922, 
regardless of the date of discharge 
at the present time he is without 
protection. Several acts are pending 
in Congress to cover such class of 
claimants, but as the statutes now 
stand there is no act to protect them; 
neither the Veterans’ Bureau nor the 
Pension Office has any jurisdiction 
over them.

HE agony is mostly over, as

This 
is attributable to the simple fact 
that in the first piace London prices 
are too low to appeal to the South 
African growers, and in the second 
place the supply of Mediterranoan 
lemons is so large and the handling 
of the crop #0 economically done 
that there are few months out of 
the twelve during which the South 
African article has any opportunity 
of striking anything but a full mar- 
ket.

Export Trade Expands 

The export of citrus fruits from 
South Africa commenced in a small 
way in 1907 when 3,000 boxes found 
their way to the London market. 


Barring one or two bad years this 
export trade rapidly expanded until Standard Tires 
in 1914 it reached 68,955 boxes. Wur- 


ing the war years there was a mark: 
ed falling off due to the withdrawal 
of many of the weekly mail steamers, 
equipped with cold storage chambers, 
plying between South Africa and 
England. During the year 1919, 54, 
675 boxes were exported, and dur- 
ing the first eleven months of 1920, 
the total exports amounted to 134, 
665 boxes.—Bruce McDantel

A comprehensive survey by the 
National Retail Dry Goods Associa-

The outstanding feature of trade 
is reestablished confidence, which 
appears universal and, except in local 
areas directly affected, discounts ap- 
prehension of serious setbacks from 
strikes, as it discounts. depressing 
forecasts from: Europe. Notwith- 
standing the possibilities of long- 
continued idleness on the part of 
the 1,250,000 workers of all occu- 
pations on strike at the beginning 
of July, the attitude of business is 
that the readjustment is at hand, 
which has been inevitable since the 
end of the war, and that the na- 
tion is prepared for it. 

Iigures compiled by the National 
Industrial Conference Board and the 
U. S. Department of Labor show de- 
clines in living costs which leave 
the purchasing power of many re- 
duced wage scales above pre-war 
levels.

at Eureka last week,” said Chair- 
man A. G. Kendall, who returned 
from the north yesterday: Super- 
visors Cheney of Colton’ and Big- 
gin of Redlands are coming down 
by boat and will b®é at home today. 
Mr. Kendall came by train, preced- 
ing them one day. 

“Of course the most. important 
question had to do with highways,” 
continued the chairman of the board. 
“We wanted to work out a high- 
way bill to be submitted“ to the 
Legislature that would have the 
support of the Supervisors, the Auto- 
mobile Clubs, the State Highways 
Cowmission and the. Motor Vehicle 
Department, and thus have so much 
sentiment behind it that the passage 
through. the Legislature will be as- 
sured, 

“We think we succeeded, and the 
new measure puts a load limit of 
22,000 pounds on trucks—the same 
as we have in San Bernardino and 
neighboring counties, it provides for 
a@ special tax to be paid by com- 
mercial trucks, and for a gasoline 
tax that will be contributed to by 
all motor cars. The amount of the 
tax was: not specified—that will be 
fixed by the Legislature, but we 
went on the theory that it would 
be 1 cent a gallon, as it is in most 
of the states that have adopted the 
gasoline tax, and that will raise. be- 
tween $3,000,000 and $4,000,000 a 
year in California It was agreed 
that all of this should be used for 
maintenance of state highways. 

Maintenance is Great 

“With the vast increase in mile- 
age of state roads, the maintenance 
is coming to be an enormous item, 
and it must be provided for from 
some sorce. It seems fair that if 
the state builds the roads, the peo- 
ple who directly use them should 


contribute t~> the maintenance, and 
that is the -*: ory of the new meas- 
ure 


“And out of this situation it de- 
veloped that the next meeting of 
the Supervisors will be held at Sac- 
ramento, in March, while the Legis- 
lature is. in session. It was the 
logical thing to do. Here is a ques- 
tion which the Legislature must 
finally determine, and we are so 
interested that although Sacramento 
had not asked for the convention, 
and no entertainment is promised, 
it was practically the unanimous 
sentiment that this next session 
should be held at the capital while 
the lawmakers are there, that our 
influence might be used for all it 
is worth. 

“When the question of location of 
the next convention _was_ raised. 
Chico, which gave way this year to 
Eureka, was first on the floor with 
an invitation, but the Sacramento 
situation was already in the air, and 
as the spokesman for San Bernar. 
dino, I stated to the convention that 
I was authorized to invite them to 
this city, in the name of all of the 
civic organizations, but that if the 
Supervisors felt that it is wise to go 
to Sacramento next spring; San Ber- 
nardino will welcome them a year 
later, when there will be no Legis- 
lature in session. We, therefore 
have placed our invitation before 
them, and the fact that two ses- 
sions will then have been held in 
the north may place us _ tactically 
in good position. 

“These conventions of Supervisors 
are an effective means of exchang- 


ing ideas. They are as far from 
tunkets as any trip I ever partici- 
nated in. The counties are sending 


their best ideas along with théir 
representatives, and it is a means 
of aiding both in economy and in 
efficiency.” 

Mr. Kendall says the week in 
Eureka was delightful, with temper. 
atures cooler than San _ Francisco 
and it seemed like winter, to the 
southerners, but delightful winter 
at that, while the redwood forests 
of Humboldt County were a _ never- 
ending source of admiration. The 
Eureka people furnished elaborate 
entertainment, including trips into 
the finest bodies of uncut redwoods 
in that county.
